I have my felt feen the Rooms of 
a fir Minifier, one Day, crowded by his Clients, Friends, 
Penjsoners, Place-men, profefling the higheft Regard, and 
hardiy keeping their Aculation to him on this Side of Ido- 
latry. I have icen the Pacecnt ftrutting in the midit of his 
mock Reprefentation of Honour, and fwallowing the hh- 
cenfe offer’d to him with infinite Delight; when the next 
Day, the whoie Scene has vanifh’d ; I have beheld him 
gu.te deferted ; and paying the fume dirty Reverence, to 
i One, who was generally efteem’d, and ought to have been 
Bat to return to my Purpofe. Why is it that none of 
thefe creat Rokbers either at the Gallows, or on the Scaf- 
fold, ever feem to be touched with any Coatrition ? Why 
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3 Pc they not contels, as common Felons frequently do. that 
they bave abuted and mifimproved the Advantages they 
Se received from their Parents, of a good Education, to

rors? re aim that a full and {pecifick Confeflion of the 
fevera: Crimes Of one of thefe Piinderers of the Publith, 
ee called Winifters, would be of more Seryice to fankind 
than atthe Records of the Bailey. If we conicer 
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what infinite Mufchiefs muft happen to aCountry under the 
Power of acorrupf, an enterfrisinz, and an @adactcus Admi- 
would it not he of fingular Ufe to the Publick, to 
know, from hisown Mouth, to what Springs and Motives it 


_ was owing thata whole People could be defrauded by him ? 


Would not his dying Speech be of as much Service to the Pub. 
lick as his exemplaryDeath? Ifa Perfon, likeThis, placed on 
the very Pinacle of Power, fhould fill from thence, take 
Shame to himfelf, and repair as well as he could the Injuries 
he had done; it would be a Mark that hisHeart was not fo 
harden’d as to be without any Seafe of his Guile. Bur 
I apprehend this Ingenuity is never to be found in a Mind 
inur’d to Corruption, aad an intolent Ridicule o; all Vir- 
tue and Decency; in a Mind long prachfed, and bufied in 
apremeditated Defign of raifing a-great Fortune and Fa- 
mily, on the Wreck and Defolation of a whole People. 
have otten thought what an extraordinary Figure a 
rygantick Criminal of this Sort would make in his laft Hour, 
if he fhould condefcend particulary to enumerate all his 
Crimes. | |

If great Delinquents could be blefs’d with Grace enough 
to make Difcoveries like this, at their going off the Stage, 
dnd openly confefs their Crimes, tr would a extenuate 
their Guilt in this World, and is a nec-flary Recommen. | 
dation to their Pardon inanother. But however obdurate 
they may be, impartial Hiftory will deliver them down to 
Pofterity, in their proper Colours. As an Illuftration of 
This, give me leave to tell you and thema fhort, but true 


Story. 

Mr. Paul Lorrain, the reverend Predecefor of Mr. 
Gathrie, was frequently troubled and perplexed with har- 
dened Sinners, as he call’d them; That is, fuch Offenders 
as he could not prevail upon by the whole Power of hisE- 
loguence to confefs they had ever been guilty of the leaf 
Crime; when this happened to be the Cafe, he always 
wrote down their Conteffions as he conceived they ought 
tobe, and declared chem Drunkards, Swearers, Sabbath. 
breakers, &c. and threw upon them the whole Catalogue - 
of general Crimes to fit them for a decent Execution. It 
is certain the good Man thought jt a Matter of Conle- 
quence to the State, as well as his own private Emolu- 
ment, that a Perfon publickly convicted of Crimes fhould 
not go out of the World with aL ye in his Mouth.

Paffion for Theatrical Reprefentations, was one of 
the principal Caufes of the Delufion aad Corruptioa 

of Athens | 
When we compare the glorious Days of Athens, whe 
Fur-peand rang with the Noife of its Victories 
thofe latter Ages, when the Power of Pailip and Alexe® 
der the Great, reduc’d it to a State of Servitude, we @° 
not but be furprized at the great Change which happens: 
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jn that Republick,———————burt it is of fome Importance ta 
goto the Bottom of the Caufe, aad to thew the Degrees 
of its Declenfion, which has been done by Montieur Tor- 
reil in his Pretace, to the ‘Tranflation ot the Orations of 
Demefi benes. 

You will find, fays he, no Remains of that vigorous and 
and mafculine Policy, which ferv’d to fecure good Succefs, 
and repair bad. Nothing remain’d but aa empty 
Pride, which generally evaporated in vain, and pompous 
Edicts and Decrees;—————the y_ were no no more the 
fame Athenians, who being threaten’d with an Invafian of 
Barbarians, pulled their Houfes to i’ieces to build Ships 
with the Materials, and thofe very Women fton’d the Per- 
fon who prapes.s to pacify the great Monarch, either by a 
Tribute or Homage.— Sloth and Pleafure, had in- 
tirely ftified all Love of Glory and Independance. 

Pericles who was foabfolute, that he was called a fecond 
Pififrates was the firft Author of this Decay and Corrup- 
tion. —In order to ingratiate himfcit with the | eople, 
he introduced a Cuftom, that upon thole Days, when 
Games and Sacrifices were celebrated, certain Pieces of 
Money fhould be diftributed amongit the People, and that 
iw thofe Affemblies, where the Affairs of the State were 
deliberated, every Perfon was to be paid fomething for 
their Attendance, this is the firft Time that ever Republi- 
cans made the Commonwealth pay for their Care in govern- 
iag it, by which they turn’d the moft noble Function of So- 
vercign 1 ower, into a fervile Drudgery. | 

It was eafy enough to forefee what fuch Diforders muft 
produce. But they pretended to prevent all the Inconveni- 
cacies which might flow from them. by appointing a Fund 
to be laid up tor the Exigencies of a War, ordering that no 
Perfon under Pain of Death, fhould propofe to apply it to 
any other Ufe. -Uhefe Abufes appeared tolerable, 
while the Citizens, who lived upon the putlick Liberalities, 
endeavoured to deferve them by fecuring nine Months at a 
Time ia the Armies ; every Man ferv’d in his Tarn, and 
he who abfented himfelf from his Duty, was treated as a 
Deferter; but at length the Offerders in this | oint got the 
better, both of the Law and the Punmfhment by their Num- 
bers, and then. they encreafed more and more. peo- 
ple accuftomed to the effeminate Life of a City where they 
bafs’d their Time in Spectacles and Shews, conceived a 
Mott infurmountable Ayerfion to all Fatigue aad 
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which they began to look upon as not fit for Freemen, a® 
they improperly call’d themlelves. 

It was néceilary therefore to find out fome Ways to a. 
mufe fucha People, in order to employ t:e heavy Time 
of a floathful Lite. It was this which crove them in- 
to that Paffion, or rather that Fury for publick Shews,— 
the Death of Epaminodas, which feem’d to flatter them 


with great Advantages, finifh’d their Deftruction.—-— 


their Courage (lays did not long furvive that illu- 
ftrious Thréan, no fooner were they deliver’d trom this E- 
nemy. who kept their Emulation’awake, but they fel! into 
2 Lethargick Storh and Ind»lence, that Wealth which 
fhoulu have fer ed as a Fund for their Defence, both by 
Land and Se2, was confumed in Games and Shows ; that 
which fhould have ferv’d as Pay, both for the Soidier and 
the Mariner, was ditributed among the worthlefs and lux- 
wrious art of the Cit zens; this oi Pleafure enerva- 
ted their Hearts, The Repreientations of the The- 
atre, were preferred to the Exercifes of the Camp,— 
Valiour and military Science were in no Efteem, : 
great Geuerals were no more applauded, and all their Ae- 
clamations were given to Players. 

When Things are carried to this Excefs, it is eafy to 1- 
magine what Crowds of Spectators flock’d to thefe Repre- 
fentations, as no Expence was fpared in their Decoration, 
the Theatres ran away with immenfe Sums, and if we 


could (fays Platzrch ) exactiy compute what every ‘Thea- 


trical Reprefentation coft at Athans, we fhou'ld find that 
the Expence of playing the Bacchantes, the Pianiciens, 
the Fdipus, the Anticenus, the Medea, the Fle&ra, and fe- 
veral other Pieces of ScpAccies, as weil as farrpides, fell 
not thort of thar whieh was laid out in Defence o the Li- 
berties of Greece, asaintt the Beréarians. 
deriontan toe Charge of the Reprefentations, 
and the great Buttle that was made by thcfe Magiftrates. 
who were appointed to prefide over the puolick (games; 
cried out that there could be na Wifdom in that City, 
Thi lo feric an Apphication to fuch frive lous 
For In toe, lays pe, Games fhould be looked on 
only as Games, and it 1 not reafonable to purchafe a few 
Hours Amalement at fo high a-Price : Thefe Sort of Plea- 
tures are only to be induiged to relieve People when they 
are Gired with more ferious Occupations, but thould sever 
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te faffered to prejudice the publick Affairs, or be purche- 
fed at an Expence, that was wanting for any Lhing elfe, 
Atter all (fays Plutarch) to contider the teit of thefe 
Spectacles which were the Lragedics, of what Advantag- 
were they to Athens, however admired, they may be by 
the World? I fee that Themifec/es witely furrounued the 
City with ftrong Walls, that /ericles by his Magnificence 
and fine Tatte, embellifh’d and adorn’d: it, and 
by his generous Bravery itrengthen’d its Liberties, that the 
temperate Conduct of Cimon gain’d it in Eftect the Govern- 
ment of all Greece.- lt the wife Poetry of Eurzpj- 
des, the fublime Dictioa of Soptecles, or the Buskin of 
chylus, have procur’d the like Advantages to Athens, either 
in delivering itfrom fome impending Mifchiet, or gaining 
itany Honour, I conafenc (fays-Péutarch ftill) that the Dra- 
matick Pieces fhall be placed among the Trophies cf the 
Commonwealth, the Theatre be eiteemed equal with the 
Camp, and the Compoilitions of the Poets be put uvon a 
Foot with the greateft “Actions of the Generals of 
Armies. | 
The Conclufion which Piluaterch draws from this, and 
‘Which all Men ought to draw from it, is, that it was the 
Heigth of Impudence in the Arhenians, to fuffer Pleafures 
and Amufements to prevail fo faras to draw away Me s 
Thoughts from the Care of the Publick, and to fuffer the 
Love oi their Country, to give Way to an eff -minate Pai- 
-fion for publick Games and Theatrical Reprefentations. 
Thus we fee that too great an Attention to Theatr: al 
Entertzinments enervated the braveft and wifeit People ct 
antient Greé-e; it was that which diverted their Though s 
from the Confideration of the publ:ck good, which cer- 
tainly ought to be the principal Object of a brave aud iree 
People ; but yet there was fomething to be {aid in Defence 
of thefe Dramatick Entertainments, which cannot be urged 
fe juitity thofe more effeminate and expeative Amulements 
Which the prefent Age has totra: iced. and which do not a 
little contribute to the general Corruption that has over- 
flowed us, thefe Dramatick Piece>, I f2y, mghre have 
been writ with a Defign to recommenda Vertue and Honour, 
énd tho’ the People might run to fee them ony with a View 
of being diverted, yet it is poffible the Mor: bamight 
lbly fteal into their Souls, and mend their Hearts, ‘ney 
mignt come away from the Sight of one of thefe Lramas 
With better Sentiments than before they faw it, ray tome 
Rr 
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Inftru¢tion might be drawn even from the Comedies; Men 
might learn to avo:d fome Follies, aad to leave off fome | 
filly Habits, which might render them ridiculous in py. 
vare Life, which certainly is of fome Ule; but I would 
fain know whether a Man‘ever returned wifer from an 0. 
pera than he was 'elore he went to it, except he repented 
and laughed at his own Folly, \or having given fo much 
Money for a Song — Has Ferenae/li, with that {weet 
Pipe of his infpired any ot our Mercenaries, who are the 
People that flock moit to hear him, with more vertuous or 
honourable Senttments in refpect to their Country? Has 
he mended their corrupt Hearts? will the fineft Opera 
that ever.was heard make a Man athamed of his Follies; 
or teach him to leave off fome filly Habits that might make 
hin) ridiculous? I have feen hundreds of both Sexes that 
have become extreamly ridiculous, and almoft turn’d to 
Fools, by frequenting Opera’s; but never yet of any one 
Perfon that was cured of being ridiculous by it; and Jattly, 
let me ask whether any Body fuppofes that a young Wo- 
man returns trom a Majiquerade with more Virtue and Mo. 
defty about her than fhe had before fhe went to 't. | 

Ti a Man ot Senfe and Honour had the Misfortune to 
light upon a Wile bredup in the fafhionable Follies of the 
‘Times, one who had received all her Notions and Impref- 
fions from Operas, Mafqueradcs, Ridottos, Afiemblies and 
Quadrilie, as is certainly the Cafe with fome Hundreds at 
this Time, what a comtortable Mate would he find in one 
whofe Mind had been thus poifon’d with thefe. moft ex- 
travagant and luxurious Pleafures, what Decency and Oe- 
conomy could you tee in fuch a Family, —what fine 
Example woula fuch a Mother give to her Children? She 
would be juft fuch another Wile as defcribes,— 
good for nothing but to rewie the Fye, and prowle the 
Tongue,—the poor Husband would be deafen’d by the 
ceflant Praites of that Singer and that J\ancer, for her idle 
and giddy Head couldenertain no other Ideas.

*« FN the moft early Ages, of which we have any Ac- 

Account of the Manners or Conditions of the Gre- 
gans, we are told they lived but im an uncomfortable Way, 
continually involved tn Wars, one [ride contending with 
another, ‘till the weaker was reftram’d to remove and guit 
their Country to the Stronger. Ta thefe Struggles, how- 
ever, Artica efcaped beft, becaufe lealt worth fighting for, 
from the Barrenaefs of its Sou, and the Poverty of its In-—- 
habitants... From the Ocyzian Flood, the People thereof 
lived One hundred and ninety Years without any Kings, it 
may be, w.thout any Goverament amongft them. At the 
Expiration ot that Time, Cecr ps, whom fome Authors 
of great Credit affirm to have veen 2n Fevptian, arrived 
ia their Couatry. He cook. Pains to civilize the ftroling Pea- 
fants of Arti, to teach them the Convenience of Society, 


- and to initruct them how to fupply by Art, the Unkind- 


nels of Nature, f» as to lead lefs laborious and painful 
Lives. On this Account he was permitted to atlume the 
Oitice of Supream Magittrate, and to become their Kuog. 
What the Duties of that Function in thofe Times were, 
a+ learned Author of our own Country teds us; and 
becanfe it will elucidate both this and fubfequent Papers, 
I will not think it tog much Trouble to abridge what, on 
good Grounds, he has deliver’d. ‘The ancient Kings were 
Yerfous of great Worth and Renown, and for their Cou 
race, Prudence, and other Virtues, promoted to that Dig. 
nity by the general Confent and Election of the People, 
them Obedience out of Willingnets rather than 
Neceity: out of ‘Advice rather than by Compulfion ; 
while they, oa the other hand, chofe rather to be obey’d 
‘-« and Efieem of their Virtues, and Fitnefs to

govern, than by the Force of their Arms, and out of a 


flath Fear of their Power: They propoled to themfelves 


10 other Advantage than the good and Welfare of their 

People, and made Use of their \uthority no farther than 
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jt was neceflary to that End. Their Dignity and Office 
confiited chiefly in three ‘]hings: Firft, in Going Juftice, 
compoting Differences, deciding Controverfies, and taki 
Care that the Laws were put in Execution, where they 
had any Laws; for among many People, the Juftice and 
Eguity of the Prince ferved inftead of them, and was de. 
cided according to his Pleafure, in fuch Cafes as came be. - 
fore him. Secondly, in leading them to the Wars, where. 
if they not only exerted the utmoft of their military Skill 
for the Service of the State, but expofed their Perfons to 
the utmoft imminent Dangers, as appears from antient Hi. 
ftory, and is ftrongly recommended as a juit and generous 
Return for the great Honours paid them, in the Speech 
of Sapedon to Glauchus, in the I/iad. The Performances 
of the Solemn Sacrifices, and the Care 0, Divine Worhhip, 
was Part of the King’s Bufinefs. Thus it is plain, the 
executive Power was in the Prince, from which Order, 
Franguility, and publick Security naturally flow, and con. 
fequently the higheft Gratitude, as well as Loyalty, wat 
due to good Monarchs, who fettled growing Republicks 
on firm Foundations, and by wife and gentle Methods 
efixed thofe Roots, from whence fuch flourifhing Stems as 
that of Athens in time fprung up. But to return to Cecrops. 
Inftead of Fear, Solitude, and Penury, in which the 
Dwellers in Attica remained, before he, by drawing them 
into a regular Society, beftowed Peace, Amity, andacom. 
fortable Subfiftance, who reformed their Vices, polifhed 
their Manners, and provided for their Security, by ralfing 
a City on a Rock in a large Plain, to which, with the 
Country round it, he gave the Name of Cecropia. To 
render the Diftribution of Juftice more eafy, and to make 
them unite more thorougly, he divided them into T rites, 
caufed a Poll to be taken, and found in a fhort Time, that 
his Lenity, Care, and Political Forecaft, had procured him 
Twenty thoufand Subje@s.

Befidet 
ali this, he framed many good Laws, and introduced Piety 
and Morality among thofe, who, till he taught them better, 
lived without any Law, without Religion, and without it- 
corporating one with another; rather like Savages ¢thaa 


Men of tame and quiet Tempers, and utterly void of . 
t 
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the Bleffiogs moft valuable to rational Beings. Under five 
fucceeding Kings this reople lived enough, ‘till Ce. 


crops the Second aflumed the Crown: Then being grown 
very numerous, they fell into.inteftine Quarrels, and fcarce 
deign any Submiffion to their Prince, though he fought noe 
thiag but their Good, and laid out all hislabours for their 
_ Service. However, in time they began to fee their Errors, 
and to be fenfible of his Virtues; fo that at length they 

took his Advice, and fettled in Twelve large Boroughs at 
_fome Diftance fom each other. Paudion the fecond King 

of Athens, was driven. out by the Sons of Mevion his Un- 
cle, for a Time; but the i, ag, which expelled him, 
taking afterwards a contrary Turn, chruft forth the Me- 
bonida, and reftored him. Afgexs, whom fome make ons 
ly his adopted Son, was his Succeflor ; and his Son was the 
tamous 7he/eus, of whom it will be neceffary to fpeak 

The Actions of this Hero, it muft be own’d, are many 
of them uncertainly related, and fome of them plainly fa- 
bulous. But with thefe we have nothing to do. Many 
wife and learned Writers have mentioned him as a Prince 
of great Worth; and P/uterch has writen his Life fo ac- 
curately, that no Doubt canbe entertained as to thofe Acts 
of his, which fhall be infifted on here. After freeing from 
a heavy and fcandalous Tribute the Inhabitants of Aftice, 
who had provoked the powerful King of Crete, The/feus af- 
cended the Throne with Honour: From the Time he be-. 
came a King, he thought only how to raife and render hap- 
py, thofe whom he was by Office to direct; and having 

confider’d tne then State of Greece, he found that the In- 
habitants of Attica would be in a diftreffed Condition, un- 
lefs they knitted themfelves clofer together, and became 
Fellow Citizens. In order to bring them to his Meafures, 
he not only thewed them how much it was their own In- 
tereft to build and fortify a City fufficient to contain them 
ell; but to obviate all Sufpicions of finifter Defignsin him, . 
he propofed to relinquifh moft of his Royal Prerogative, 
and to become rather a popular Magiftrate thana King. At 
this they catched, the City was founded and fettled, and 
The/eus kept his Word. But when he endeavour’d to brin 
about fome other wholefome Regulations, a Faction 
him fo yi oroufly and fo fuccefsfully, that he chofe to leave 
the new City, and toamufe himfelf with Travelling. This 


Humour was unlucky, he fell into Captivity, and remained
